MacMillan plans to

His ex pedition will leav e Bos­ 
ton J une 17 , proceed 
to 
Wiscas- 
sett, Me., where final departure 
will be made, probably on J une 
20, for Etah, the ship base at the 
northern coast of Greenland. 
Ar­ 
riv al at Etah is ex pected between 
J uly 25 and August 1. 
Aboard the 
two boats will be eight nav y fly ­ 
ers and mechanicians, who will set 
up a base at Cape Hubbard. 
From Cape Hubbard, the fly ers 
ex pect to dart hundreds of miles 
northward and westward, in search 
of a new continent which is ex ­ 
pected to lie out in the v ast unex ­ 
plored wastes. 
MacMillan will set np his wire­ 
less at Etah and his station will 
be known as WNP—meaning wire­ 
less north pole. 
It will send on 
a 20-meter wav e length for code 
words. 
Planes To Carry Sets 
The airplanes will he equipped 
with sets which will enable them 
to reach Etah from th unex plored 
regions which they ex pect to cov er 
in search of the 
new' continent. 
MacMillan hopes—although he is 
not reasonably certain that he can 
accomplish it—to relay their v oices 
to the states. 
The ships upon which MacMil-' 
lan plans to push up through the 
ice from Etah toward the pole are 
equipped with radio 
which 
will 
keep them in contact. 
Nev er for a moment, if all goes 
well, will any member of the ex ­ 
pedition be outside telephone dis­ 
tance of home, although he may 
be months away by ship.
